Bismarck and Giadstone, econ- 
temporaries and the greatest men 
of their time, disliked each other. 
The great German scorned the 
Englishman; the great English- 
taan condemned the German. One 
constructed an empire over night, 
compound it of blood and iron 
and (he left that unsaid) of tears | 
of widows and orphans whom his 
policy had The 
strove a lifetime to enlarge the 
bounds of liberty within an em- 
pire and to mitigate oppression 
everywhere over the broad earth. 
The title of Bismarck to states- 
mwmanship of the first order is un- 
impeachable. The ‘‘iron chancel- 
lor’’ ranks with Cardinal Riche- 
lieu and Peter the Great as mak- 
As 
an exponent of absoluteism, of 
whatever benevolence it can dis- 
pense and to what efficieney it 
can attain, he rivals Caesar and 
Napoleon.

and scarcely illustrated in his 
career a deep and well-conceived 
policy. He was indeed, rather 


an opportunist who did good as 
oceasion arose, and never harm 
except when he blundered, as in 
leaving ‘‘Chinese’’ Gordon to be 
slaughtered at Khartim. 

But to employ Bismarck’s own 
words, Gladstone moved through- 
out his whole life in sympathy 
with “the imponderables,’ 
whereas Bismarck 
them only for expediency’s sake. 
and not because he possessed the 
moral rectitude forbidding him 
to violate their commands. In 
fact, he calinly violated any mor- 
al rule that stood in his way. 

Intellectually, the German 
was much the greater man, and 
his immediate success was inordi: 
nate. But morally the English- 
man represented a higher culture 
altogether, and his obedience tc 
the moralities has excused his 
blunders. Gladstone worked in 
co-operation with the moral law. 
mm obedience to the mandates o1 
human civilization. On the other 
hand, Bismarck hewed his path 
through every obstacle ruthless- 
ly, and did not seruple to reach 
his end by any means he could 
make serve him. 

There was much in Bismarck’s 
success that made for the best 
ahd there were flaws in Glad- 
stone's policies that in result 
were reprehensible. But the 
plight of Germany today is the 
practical and logical consequence 
of the policies inaugurated by 
Bismarck. But Great Britain 
has been saved by exactly the 
things advocated

as the true characteristics of 
her genius. 
Germany has aroused the 


world against her. The world has 
rallied to the support of England 
in her fight for the cause of de- 
mocracy. 

If the war be regarded as fun 
dameutally a duel between the 
Teuton and the Anglo-Saxon, 
whieh very likely is the true ver- 
sion of its nature, then the world 
shows very clearly by its action 
preference for the Anglo-Saxon 
ascendency and its fear of Teu- 
ton overlordship.
